AMERICAN COTTON GOODS AYRRUCTED, 


An American Consul reports. With the 


opening: of the port of Newehwang for theq 


season of 1906, after buying icohouud for three 
mouths, business wes found to le sluggish,. and 
it soon developed that shipmonts made to the 
interior did not reech’ the consumer promptly 
‘The passage of goods between the outposts of 
tie Jupanoze and Kugsian gouss of military 
occupation was unyatisfactory and was acoom- 
plished only at a great risk from robbers and 
grout expense in cart hire. Therefore the 
{emporary relief Lo a congested’ commorecial 
ecadition at Newchwang nox followed by an 
abnormal saute of ulfaird in the interior, 

The Nawehwang merehants camplainad that 
3.0 taela (aggregating approximately 
$2.450,700 gold) were practically withdrawn 
from the Jocnl market by being tied up in goods 
adyaneed to the interior distriets. Money 
grew tight, and Shanghai roturned drafts for 
large amounts, ‘Tho money tied ap in the 
inturior wak, roughly estimated, the agyrregate 
dus elvowhero fo meet unsettled accounts, 
Beans and bean products did net urrivs in, the 
usnal way from tho interior, and practically all 
at did reach the part wers handled by 
Japancha interests. Mievefore the export trade, 
genorally speaking, was even more unsatisfactory 
¢arly in tho season than the import business. 

Lhe Shanghai Ameriean eotton goods in- 
torests, which have built upan oxtonsive trado 
in Manchuria, almost wholly through the port 
of Newchwang, aggregating in 1905 upward of 
89,000,000 ‘gold, seut agenty to the centres of 
trade depressiun with a view to ascertaining 
and removing, if possible. the canses that tended 
to hamper sales. They found a large quantity 
of native, but very jittle A erican, cotton 
goots, that bad been forwarded-via Shanghai, 
ware being shippot inland. together with 
considerably Japanese! cotton yarn, some of 
wiich bed arrived via Dolny (Luiren) before 
the port of Newohwang open al. Flour, handled 
vis Viadivestok and) Dalny, has slso been 
shi-ped to Manchuria ‘this season in largo 
quantities.
